The Douglass House Sustained by the 


TWO JUDGES FAVOR THE DECREE AND 
ONE DISSENTS. 


The Victorious Branch of the Legislature 
Will Now Vacate the Seats of Populists 
Who Refuse to Come Into Their Fold 
—Bas's of the Judges’ Decision of the 


Oase. 


Torka. Kan., Feb. 28.—Chief Justice Hor - 
ton to-day consumed two hours in rendering 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the:Gunn 
habeas corpus case. His conclusions were of 
the most emphatic kind, and were to the effect 
that the Repulican House was the legally 
constituted House of Representatives of the 
State and was clothed with all the power of 
a legislative body, It could subpcena wit- 
nesses to testify before committees and pun- 
ish those guilty of contempt of its orders. 

Associate Justice Johnson fully concurred, 
but Associate Justice Allen, the lopulist 
member of the court, said that he radically 
dissented. He held that the court had no 
power to question the decision of 
the Senate as to which was the 
legally . constituted House. The mem- 
bers of the Senate, he said, were 
as supreme in their sphere asthe members 
ot the court. The Governor also, he main- 
tained, could not be questioned by the Court 
in any of his official acts. In conclusion he 
declarea that the ma of the court had 


by resolution declare vacant all seats to 
which Populists were elected unless they 
enter their organization and rscognize 
their Speaker. The Dunsmore House 
last night adjourned until Mönday, 
but the Republican House will be 
in session this afternoon. What the 
Populists will do no that their House has 
been decided as unconstitutional by the Su- 
preme Court can only be guessed, but it is 
expected that some of them will come into 
the Douglass House. It is said that yester- 
day a poll of the Dunsmore House was made 
and that the majority voted to ignore 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
should be in favor of the Douglass 
House, but this majority was caused by the 
ten ‘‘fat’’ members, who understand that 
surrender means the loss of their seats. The 
Republicans fully expect to welcome some of 
the Populist members this afternoon, and it 
is believed that allthe certificate members 
will join the procession by Monday.

Mackay Did Not Know His Assailant 
~The Assassin's Deserted Family—A 
Spanish Eilling—Kitty May Sams Ac- 
quitted—Crimes of a Day. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 25.—John W. 
Mackay was not fatally wounded by the bul- 
let Wesley O. Rippey fired at him yesterday 
afternoon, but will remain under a surgeon’s 
Care for several days. The bullet was ex- 
tracted, Dr. John F. Morse, who performed 
the operation in conjunction with Dr. 
Keeney, said thatthe bullet entered below 
the right shoulder biade, and, ranging slight- 
ly to the right, struck the vertebre and 
jodged in one of the spinous processes. Dr. 
Morse said thatthe wound was not neces- 
sarily fatal, but thatthe patient was by no 
means out of danger. He added that in cases 
of gunshots there was always danger of 
blood poisoning or lock-jaw., When closely 
questioned, Dr. Morse said that it was too 
soon after the extraction to foretell the ter- 
mination of the wound, but that Mr. Mackay 
was resting quietly. 

After shooting Mackay Rippey turned the 
revolver upon himself. Patrolmen, attracted 
by the shooting, called the patrol wagon and 
the wounded assassin was taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. The man was conscious, 
but could not articulate. The patient was 
placed on the operating table, when blood 
was seen to ooze through his clothing about 
the upper portion of his y. Further ex- 
amination revealed that the bullet had en- 
tered his left breast, passed through the 
trunk and come out just below the left 
shoulder-blade. The bullet was found just 
under the skin. The patient was apparently 
about 70 years of age, with white hair and 
close cut beard. In his pocket was found a 
48-caliber revolver and ali the cartridges in- 
tact. Also in his pocket was a purse con- 
taining 20 cents, also an envelope containing 
a paper on which was written:

Secretary Foster Will Not Stand By 
His Former Estimate. 


THE AVAILABLE CASH IN THE TREAS- 
URY LESS THAN ANTICIPATED. 


A Financial Situation That Demands 
Serious Consideration—He Thinks the 
Surplus July 1 May Reach $17,000- 
000—A Year From That Date May See 
a Deficit—A Change Demanded. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Secretary Foster of 
the Treasury Department was before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House for 
nearly two hours to-day, explaining the con- 
dition of the Treasury. The hearing was 
conducted with closed doors. The statement 
of Secretary Foster was to the 
effect that there was no oc- 
casion for fear of a bankrupt treasury, but he 
admitted that the situation was one 
demanding serious consideration and that 
his estimates of the available cash in the 
Treasury at theclose of the present fiscal 
year would need to be scaled downto some 
extent. Mr. Foster thought there would be 
a surplus in the Treasury July 1 next of 
nearly $17,000,000. His estimate in the report 
heretofore sent to the committee on the 
condition of the Treasury fixed the supply at 
$20,000,000. The probabilities for the fiscal 
year 1894 were, thatin the absence of some 
change in the situation, there would be a de- 
ficit in the Treasury on July 1, 1894. Speaking 
of the frequently repeated assertion that the 
Treasury was now really bankrupt Mr. Fos- 
ter said in substance: 

„Once ina while when large requisitions 
have come in on top ot each other and I did 
not want to pay them because we would 
have to put out gold, which might be 
rather low at that time, we would 
potter along for a day or two and then some 
fellow would say the treasury is bankrupt 
and all that sort of thing.’’ The Secretary 
gave the distinct impression that he did not 
coincide in the views expressed in these 
statements. 

Mr. Foster said that all his statements were 
based on a continuation of the present rate 
of taxation; if there were a change, ofcourse 
his estimates would not stand. He thought 
there might be a deficit in 189%. He be- 
lieved that $50,000,000 more revenue 
should be raised and put into the treasury in 
order to make everything safe and the con- 
ditions favorable for a proper administra- 
tion of the affairs of the government. He 
Offered no suggestion as to whether this 
amount should be raised by a loan or by addi- 
tional taxation. If he were to have been 
continued in the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury he would like to have $50,000,000 


added to the balance, $25,000,000 of 
which he would use to maintain 
the gold reserve, as he belle ved 
the Treasury would do the better 


for having on hand $125,000,000 of gold or 
$25,000,000 in free gold. The secretary said 
that there would be no difficulty in getting 
plenty of gold if he had the money to 
spare. Nothing was said about the cause 
of the present exports of gold or the proba- 
bilities of future gold shipments, but Mr. 
Foster said that he had expected its outflow. 
In explanation ofthe reduction in his esti- 
mated surplus for theclose of the current 
fiscal year Mr. Foster said that the payment 
of the Choctaw claim had not been 
estimated when he placed the surplus at $20,- 
000,000. Its payment would take about 33, 
000,000. The receipts had also fallen some- 
what below his estimates, and at the close of 
the fiscal year would probably be less than he 
had estimated. 


CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—In the House to-day 
Mr, McRae, Democrat of Arkansas, sub- 
mitted the conference report on {the bill for 


the transfer of a portion of the Fort Randall 
military reservation to the State of Nebraska 
for school purposes. The conference ,report 
was rejected. 

The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on appropriation bills. 

The first bill on the calendar wg the 
Indian approptation bill. This bill Mr. Hol- 
man requested should be passed over for the 
present. Mr. Hatch objected and the com- 
mittee was compelled to rise 
in order to submit the question tothe House, 
which decided that the bill should be passed 
over. 

The committee having resumed its session 
the sundry civil bili was taken up. 

The silver men in the House filibustered 
against the Senate amendments to the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. Though 
the prediction has not been made in open 
sate, the feeling is general among members 
that the bill will fail to pass, and this failure 
will lead to an extra session. 


IN EXTRA SESSION, 


HARRISON CALLS THE SENATE TO 
MEET ON MARCH 4.

A JUDICIAL DILEMMA. 

The Reading receivership affords the 
curious spectacle of a federal court violat- 
ing a federal statute. When Mr. McLeod 
and his two friends were appointed all 
contracts then in force were accepted by 
the court and are to be continued in force 
until otherwise ordered. 

Among these contracts was that known 
as the Coal Combine agreement by which 
95 per cent of the anthracite land of Penn- 
sylvania was acquired by the Reading and 
two or three other coal carrying roads. 
Under this contract many of the 
mines were shut up, the supply of 
coal withheld from the market and the 
price artificially raised. The agreement 
was one of those aimed at by the federal 
anti-trust law which Atty.-Gen. Mil- 
ler says he cannot enforce because the 
trust lawyers are too ‘‘cute’’ for him, It 
is a clearly illegal and void contract, but 
that fact has not prevented the companies 
from acting upon it and robbing the peo- 
ple by putting monopoly prices on one of 
the necessaries of life. The best legal 
authorities agree that the trust comes 
within the scope of the law and only the 
supineness, or worse, of federal authorities 
has saved it from destruction. 

The question now is, What will the 
Federal Court in charge of the roaddo 
about it?’’ Theconfirmation of existing 
contracts was of course a formal matter, 
and the Court cannot be blamed for its act, 
but now that the property is wholly with- 
in its control it cannot remain blind to the 
character of this agreement. If the judge 
is a man with the courage and honesty of a 
Gresham there is no doubt what his course 
will be. Neither is it doubtful what he 
will do if he is a routine officer with too 
much respect for plutocratic interests.

SEVERAL WITNESSES TESTIFY TO THE 
LATE STEAMBOATMAN’S ACTIONS. 


Evidence That Capt. Yore’s Memory Was 
Failing, but Most Witnesses Examined 
Believed Bim Sane—BEstace Valued at 
$500,000—Mrs. Georre Knapp Frinzs 
Another Suit for Newspaper Stock. 


The Yore will contest case which was begun 
in Judge Klein’s court yesterday afternoon 
was resumed this morning. 

Capt. Patrick Yore, an old steamboat man 
who died in 1889, left an estate valued at 
about $500,000. By his will he bequeathed 
$720 to his daughter, Sarah B. Walton, as an 
annuity for lite. 

He left $1,000 to the Redemptorist Fathers, 
$200 to Calvary Cemetery and nothing to his 
grandchildren, by his deceased son, Will- 
lam, stating that he had made liberal ad- 
vances to him during his lifetime. He 
directed that his real estate should not be 
sold, but that the net income be divided 
among his sons, James, Augustus, George, 
and his daughter, Maggie McCord. Upon 
their deaths their shares were to go to their 
children. 

James Yore was appointed executor and in 
the event of his declining his son, Augustus, 
wastoact. The will bore date May 11, 1889, 
and was witnessed by E. T. Farish and E. 8. 
Roberts. The plaintiffs in this case are the 
children of his deceased son, William, and 
Mrs. Walton, who claim that the testator 
was of weak mind at the time of executing 
his willand was unduly influenced by Mrs, 
McCord and the other children. 

Mr. J. J. Gerardi wns the first witness put 
on the stand this morning and testified that 
in April, 1889, when Mr. Yore came to the 
Planters’ House he hada fainting spell. He 
did not know of Mr, Lore getting lost about 
the house. His mind in 1887 and 1888 was 
bright and vigorous. When hecame to the 
house in 1889, after a trip to Europe, 
Mr. Yore sent for witness and he went to his 
room. He found him lying on his bed and he 
looked to be sick. He could not say that 
there was anything wrong with his mind. He 
had no extended conversation with him be- 
Cause he was not Inclined to talk. 

Ed Gleason was head waiterat the Plant- 
ers’ House at the time Capt. Yore came 
there in April, 1889. Hesaid Capt. Yone was 
extremely nervous at times when at the 
table. On one occasion he asked for his 
breakfast after it had been set down before 
him. On another he became sick and 
had to be taken to his room. He was 
so ill he said nothing. Witness had 
formed no opinion as to his sanity. 
On cross-examination he said that Capt. 
Lore once wanted him to run the Merchants’ 
Hotel, of which he claimed to be the owner. 

John O’Brien, a waiter in the Planters’ 
House, was the next witness. He waited 
on Oapt. Yore and his wite, and found 
that his memory was very poor 
as he frequently forgot what he had ordered 
and would appealtohis wifeto know If the 
order was filled correctly. There was nothing 
very unusual in his conduct at thetable be- 
yond this. Witness thought the Captain's 
mental condition was somewhat queer. 

Capt. Wiley, the next witness, had known 
Capt. Lore fora number of years, and had 
been a steamboat man with him on the 
river. Up to the time he took his last trip to 
Europe, Capt. Yore, he said, was a hale, 
hearty man, and always acted sensibly. 

After his return from the trip he met him 
one day at Sixth and Walnut streets, and

Mrs. Knapp Files Another Suit. 


Mrs. Eleanor Knapp, widow of the late

He further alleges that then Mr, Allen had 
said stock transferred tohis wife, Eugenia 
Allen, in violation of his agreement. The 
stock has since been transferred, she alleges 
to the Mississippi Valley Trust Oo. under 
some pooling arrangement, the terms of 
which are unknown to her. 

Notwithstanding the fact Mrs. Whitmore 
often demanded the return of said stock from 
Mrs. Allen and after her death from her exe- 
cutors, it was always denied her, she alleges, 
and the parties holding it zen refuse 
totransferit.

Overbcard in the Night to Escaps a Brutal 
Sx prer. 
From the San Frencitco Chroniele. 

Robert J. Holloway, who is a pearl fisher 
bailing from Thursday Island, is at present 
in this eity on his way back to his sea-girt 
home onthe other side ofthecity. Seen at 
the Russ House yesterday afternoon Mr. 
Holloway gave some highly interesting facts 
relative to his dangerous but highly lacra 
tive occupation. 1s 

**I scarcely know what made me take to 
fishing up oyster shells as a profession, he 
sald, but I suppose it presented op ‘a 
tunities for adventure and excitement which N 
fascinated me. Twenty-three years ago I 
was an apprentice on boardan English ship 
trading in the Polynesian Archipelago,. 920 
used to envy the pearlers and inter-island 
traders their free and careless life among the 
beautiful tropical islands. As is often the 
case, I had a brutal skipper, and this helped 
me to resolve to run away from the vessel

Cision has been rendered by the referee. , 

It is also understood that the club shall ‘appoint 
a referee, time-keeper and other officials. 

It is understood that both James Corbett and 
Charles Mitchell shall deposit a guarantee or bond 
which shall be acceptable to both contracting parties 
in New York City three months before tne day 
agreed upon for the contest; said bond of $10,000 to 
be considered a guarantee to the club offering the 
Purse accepted for their appearance in the ring de- 
cided upon. 

It is understood byand between the above par- 
tirs that the winner of this contest shall take the en- 
tire purse and side stakes. 

The idea of boti the fighters in arranging 
for a ‘‘glove contest’’ has been to avoida 
violation of the law. 

A dispatch from Boston says:

DAL“ HAWKINS IN TROUBLE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 25.—At the termina- 
tion of the bantam weight fight between Dal 
Hawkins and Billy Miller, a Swede, before 
the Pacific Club, last night, Hawkins was ar- 
rested for the apparently fatal injuries he 
inflicted upon Miller. Jack Hicks, ‘‘Spider’’ 
Kelley and Joe Soto, Hawkins’ seconds, and 
Jimmie McGrew, who were De- 


hind his opponent, were also 
taken in custody, The fight lasted 
fifteen rounds, and it was early apparent 
that itcould have but one result,a victory 
for Hawkins. Miller was punished severely, 
and grew weaker and weaker each round. 
His seconds advised him to throw up the 
sponge, but he declined, declaring that he 
was not suffering greatly. Finally, in the 
fifteenth round, the Swede collapsed under 
a licht blow, and fell forward on his face. 
He was counted out,jand when the usual time 
for resuscitation was reached he ‘failed to 
show signs of consciousness. A patrol] wagon 
was summoned, and the prostrate fighter 
was removed to the receiving hospital. 
Meanwhile officerstook charge of Hawkins 
and his seconds. It is believed Muller was 
suffering from concussion of the brain, anda 
fatal issue was expected. Miller died this 
morning of concussion of the brain, resulting 
irom injuries received in the fight.
